Today’s action in court, consequent- 
ly, should be simple. Bradley prob- 
ably will make a statement in his 
own behalf and Phil McDuffie and 
other friends will beg the court to 
temper the punishment.

Overcrowding at State Hospital 
Balks U.S. Aid to Criminal Insane

Overcrowded conditions at the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Milledge- 
ville are balking the United States 
government, temporarily, in efforts to 
organize a psychiatric service for fed- 
eral courts in Georgia, it was revealed 
yesterday. 

Georgia's plight in having more in- 
Sane persons than the state ean care 
for at its single institution in Mill- 
edgevtlle may result in efforts to have 
the next congress revise laws gov- 
erning the criminal insane so that 
mental delinquents who violate federal 
laws may be taken over by the gov- 
ernment and hospitalized at federal 
institutions, it was also revealed. 

r. J. G. Wilsoff senior surgeon 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, has been compelled to re- 
turn to Washington to work out these 
problems after a visit to Atlanta, dur- 
ing which he surveyed methods used 
in dealing with the criminal insane 
sha are brought before federal courts 
ere.

Atlanta considering the installation 
of a psychiatric service in United 
States courts, similar to those now in 
operation in New York, Massachu- 
setts. [illinois and several other of 
the larger states of the country.

psychiatrists. If the criminal is prov- 
ed to be insane he would be commit- 
ted to some institution for a cure un- 
der the supervision of the govern- 
ment’s mental specialists. If proved 
sane. he would be placed on trial. 
“Under existing federal laws, the 
federal courts have no _ jurisdiction 
over an insane person,” said United 
States Judge FE. Marvin Underwood 
yesterday. “If a person who has 
committed a crime is shown to be 
insane, we can only release him. We, 
of course, recommend to the state that 
the person be sent to an institution,

MOSTOLES, 13 MILES FROM

men today shot down two government 
war planes over Getafe airport, just 
outside Madrid, as government militia 
retreated from Navalcarnero to this 
town, only 13 miles from the capital. 

The opposing air armadas fought 
a dramatic battle over the airport, 
most important of Madrid's defenses 
and home field for its aerial army. 

Swooping low, a Fascist gunner 
caught the two government machines 
with a lucky machine gun fusillade. 
Two other government bombers head- 


‘ed to the north for safety. 


Meanwhile, the Madrid troops were 
forced to retreat from Navalcarnero 
after a seven-hour bombardment by 
Fascist artillery and war planes. 

The government commander ordered 
retreat of his columns from the last 
major city barring the Fascist path 
to Madrid to consolidate defenses. 

ake Up Positions. 

The government troops entrenched 
in the hills outside Mostoles and took 
up positions on both sides of the high- 
way just beyond an important bridge. 

The Madrid defenders awaited the 
Fascist army behind barbed wire en- 
tanglements, hastily thrown up, and 
in deep trenches. 

The aerial bombardment of Naval- 
ecarnero began at dawn, 
heavy artillery. 

Weeping women and children were 
seen running on the main road across 
the bridge while streaks of smoke 
rose in the sky from all parts of the 
town. : 

The government militia fled the air 
and land bombardment as 16 Fascist 
caterpillar tanks, eight in each flank, 
advanced slowly toward their 
trenches.

“The reason we have so far failed 
meet this situation is that, ob- 
sessed by the romantic dreams of rug- 
ged individualism, we have held to the 
view that the housing problem could 
be solved by private commercial en- 
terprise. The brute fact is that in the 
United States, as in all the countries 
of western Europe, there is a consid- 
erable section of the population with 
an income too low to permit them to 
pay for housing of a minimum stand- 
ard of health and decency.” 

Professor Winslow said this section | 
is estimated to number 3O per cent 
of the American population.

Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s latest 
work on contract, the “Gold Book 
of Bidding and Play,” which is 
being reproduced in this column 
in daily instalments. 


‘ THE SECOND LONG SUIT. 


A hand distributed 5-4-3-1 not only 
will produce long cards in its five 
ecard suit, but, since it is known that 
partner has at least three cards in 
every suit, an additional winner with 
the end card of its four-card length. 
At no trump, this end card often can- 
not be established, because there is no 
time. At trump contracts, the trump 
cards act as super-stoppers and give 
deelarer time to establish his second 
long suit if it breaks. When the sec- 
ond suit cannot be established, it still 
may be possible to ruff the last card 
in the dummy, thus creating a ruffer, 
which is nonexistent at no trump. 

When both hands contain a_ bal- 
anced distribution, and one of them 
is 4-3-3-3, there usually is no extra 
trick available for trump bids. This 
is one of the basic principles in the 
author's theory of distribution. It is 
the exact reverse and compliment of 
the approach principle. Boiled down, 
it comes to this: 

With unbalanced distribution and 
a major suit, prefer the major suit 
game to a no trump game. With, un- 
balanced distribution and a minor 
suit, raise the no trump unless strong 
enough to play for 11 tricks. 
with unbalanced 
major suit, a game contract at no 
trump should be preferred when the 
combined hands seem to offer no more 
than nine winners. 


TODAY’S HAND. 


In today’s hand, the declarer drop- 
ped “just one trick” in the play! His 
bidding was much worse,

Most of the bids were of question- 
able soundness. South's first overcall 
was none too robust, and the same 
comment applies to North’s free raise. 
East's free rebid of no trump, also, 
was on the shaded ‘side, but it did 
have the large virtue of advertising 
the spade stopper and balanced dis- 
tribution. Had East passed on this 
round, he might have been’ embar- 
rassed later for the correct bid. 
South’s rebid was inexcusable. After 
North’s spade raise, South had excel- 
lent defense against a no trump con- 
tract, and little reason to think he 
himself might go game. As a matter 
of fact, had South correctly passed to 
two no trump, West would have been 
sorely pressed to find the correct 
game control. Four hearts could have 
been made, but it is much more likely 
that West would have chosen three no 
trump, which would have been defeat- 


ed easily. The three spade bid resolv- 


ed West's difficulty. He simply 
doubled! 

West opened the diamond king and 
continued with the four. East won 
and cashed the third diamond trick, 
after which he led a fourth round to 
let West kill the declarer’s diamond 
trick with a ruff. West duly ruffed 
with the nine and the declarer com- 
mitted the inexcusable (but com- 
mon!) error of overruffing with dum- 
my’s king. After that, declarer still 
had to lose two trump tricks, two 
hearts, and a club. Had he correctly 
discarded a heart from the dummy 
while West ruffed the diamond, he 
would have saved 300 points of his 
absurd 1,100 point “‘sacrifice.”

Couzens imputed no personal dis- 
honesty to Achison but he did say on 
the floor of the senate that no one 
would more perfectly represent the 
Morgans in the treasury than’ Mr. 
Achison and Secretary Woodin. While 
the undersecretary’s name was even- 
tually confirmed his resignation was 
later demanded by former Senator 
Robinson, of Indiana, on the ground 
that he was “a Morgan butterfly.”
